A major element of Santa Barbara 
County's long-range water resources 
planning program will get under way 
soon as a result of approval by the 
County Water Agency directors Monday 
of a contract with Book man-Edmonston 
Engineering, Inc to study feasibility of 
several dams and other projects in 
various county areas 
The contract provides for a $30,000 
ceiling for the firm to make an overall 
report in about IO weeks on a possible 
Salsipuedes Dam, on Salsipuedes Creek, 
along the Lower Santa Ynez River 


system, 
and other 
projects 
County 
W ater 
Agency 
engineer-m anager 
Charles Lawrance told the board the 
Salsipuedes Dam study was the key item 
in the overall study by the en0neenng 
firm, and would cost about $15,000 


In addition, a Low Lompoc Dam study 
would be made in the Narrows area of 
Santa Ynez River east of Lompoc where 
a big dam project failed to get federal 
approval and was put on the shelf for 
good several years ago 


Vandenberg A FB authorities, it was 


understood, had pointed out that a 
Salsipuedes Dam and reservoir wouldn’t 
suffice by itself in meeting water 
problems in Lompoc Valley 
The Low Lompoc Dam study would 
cost about $3,300. it is estimated 
Further studies were authorized for 
Round Corral Dam. on the Sisquoc 
River. $1,300 enlargement of Bradbury 
Dam at Cachuma Reservoir $2,700 
alternate terminal reservoir sites for im­ 
ported water $5 300, possible develop­ 
ment of Santa Barbara Creek (Santa 


Kissinger vows 
fiscal pressures 
against Rhodesia

The Cnited 
States will use “ unrelenting'' economic 
pressure to force Rhodesia’s white 
regime to accept black majority rule and 
avoid a great tragedy,” Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said in a major 
policy speech today 
The 10-point program stopped short of 
giving any direct military aid to black 
antiRhodesian 
liberation 
movements, 
but included an administration push to 
repeal the controversial Byrd amend­ 
ment which permits the United States to 
evade the United Nations' embargo on 
the import of Rhodesian chrome 
“ A peaceful end to institutionalized in­ 
equality is in the interest of all South 
Africans,” Kissinger said “ The United 
States will continue to encourage and 
work for jteaceful change 
He presented the plan at a luncheon in 
Zambia's State House, a red brick 
building surrounded by rolling lawns 
with strolling peacocks 
The reaction 
from th* 28 guests was warm and im­ 
mediate 
Zambian President Kenneth Kaunda 
applauded and embraces! Kissinger In 
an off the cuff declaration he said the 
program was “ of paramount importance 
ami it gives us an important turning 
point,*’ 
II*' said the world community insists 
on a rapid move toward black rule in 
Rhodesia and 
it is the responsibility of 
those m Rhodesia who believe in peace to 
take steps necessary to avert a great 


tragedy " 
The Kissinger plan, prepared for 
delivery at the Zambian State House, 
was aimed at isolating landlocked 
Rhodesia economically It would give aid 
to the regime’s opponents and dis­ 
courage Americans from even traveling 
to Rhodesia until there is serious 
negotiation on the issue of black rule 
“ The world community s concern with 
South Africa is not merely that racial 
discrimination exists there.” Kissinger 
said “ What is unique is the extent to 
which racial discrimination has been 
institutionalized, enshrined in law and 
mad** all pervasive 
Rhodesia's 5 9 million blacks out­ 
number whites 23 to I 
Kissinger said his trip to Africa was in­ 
tended to usher in a new era of American 
policy toward th** African continent, but 
said he did not come to present a 
program “ to be passively accepted by 
Africans.” 
“ Underlying it is our fundamental con­ 
viction that Africa's destiny must re­ 
main in African hands ” Kissinger said 
The program focused on direct action 
against Rhodesia 
but also dealt with 
economic assistance to southern and 
central Africa and racial segregation in 
South Africa 
Kissinger called on South Africa to 
show its 
dedication to Africa'* by urg­ 
ing Rhodesia to reach a "ra p id 
negotiated 
settlement 
for majority 
rule,”

But th** Santa Maria supervisor, who has been chief architect of the idea of setting 
up a I-os Padres County north of the Santa Ynez Mountains, has another petition mat­ 
ter in mind he revealed Monday 


He announced he is now seeking an appointment with Gov Brown to present per­ 
sonally a petition circulated in his Fifth District and containing some 2.000 signatures 
of persons on behalf of the Exxon Corporation's proposed onshore processing plant on 
the South Coast 


Fletcher said th** petitions will request the governor to “ return local control to the 
voters of Santa Barbara County” by recognizing that th** Exxon facility as proposed 
in Las Flores Canyon be allowed to go forward without a “ controversial pipeline con­ 
dition" as a condition of approval 


County voters in a referendum last May approved the onshore plant site. he said 
but th** State Coastal Commission has called on the oil company to consider an 
onshore pipeline to carry crude oil to a refinery in lieu of channel tanker operations 


Fletcher said Gov Brown had 
denounced” the Interior Department for telling 
Exxon it could move the operation into environmentally risky federal waters, and ad­ 
ded the governor should be more concerned about ''supporting local control ’ of such 
a project

or Initial Teaching Alphabet has been in 
th** eve of the educational storm — and 
more questions may be raised on May ll 
when trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District take a new look at the system 
The projection is based on results of a 
survey of ITA produced by Robert 
Thompson 
director of curriculum in 
response to questions posed by the 
trustees Whether the criticism of ITA is 
based on demonstrated shortcomings or 
on subjective bias. remains to be seen. 
In simplistic terms, teachers, by a 
narrow margin expressed views critical 
of 
I T A , 
w h i l e 
p ar e n t s 
w e r e 
overwhelmingly in favor of it. 
In other terms the edge, so to speak is 
taken off both positions by other factors 
Teachers and administrators on a dis­ 
trict wide basis voted 56 per cent to 44 per 
cent against ITA in a situation in which 
they might be offered a choice of reading 
sy stems Tin vote was in response to the 
question 
lf you were given a choice of media 
for teaching beginning reading, would 
you choose ITA7" The vote was 88 in the 
affirmative and 112 in the negative 
By th** same token, teachers and ad­ 
ministrative staff voted overwhelmingly 
in tit** affirmative in answer to the 
question 
“ Based on your experience, 
are then* some students who learn to 
read more easily using a medium other 
than ITA” ” The vote was 151, yes; and 
39, no 


In a slightly' different context, the 
teachers who responded to the question 
voted IOO to 25 or 80 per cent to 20 per 
cent, thai their students were making 
progress under ITA 


Results of the survey of parents went 
the olhcr way dramatically. Parents of 
kindergarten age children voted 369 to 
202 for ITA as their preference Parents 
of first grad** students voted 368 to 247 in 
the affirmative on the question “ Would 
you choose ITA if you were given a 
choice of beginning reading programs7" 


lf the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating 
then results of the survey of 
parents favors ITA The parents of third 
and sixth grad** students voted 1,163 to 
224 in the affirmative on the question 
"Did your child make good progress 
while 
learning 
beginning 
reading 
skills7’’ And by almost the same margin, 
those same parents indicated their 
children had cut their reading eye teeth 
on ITA 


It is interesting to note that the 
teachers were more favorable to ITA at 
the kindergarten level, but at higher 
grades switched the other way 


It is anybody s guess what action if any 
the school board will take when they 
com** to grips with the survey on May ll,

practice insurance problem is 
no closer to solution than it was 
a year ago, but one doctor hars 
come up with an answer gaining 
popularity because of its 
simplicity 
Dr Robert R Wall s solution 
is a billion-dollar trust fund 
financed by the state s 35.000 
physicians It protects both the 
doctor and the patient. 
The malpractice crisis began 
in 1974 when insurance carriers 
boosted malpractice premiums 
by as much as 500 per cent 
Some physicians shut their 
doors, some struck and others 
moved to other states. 
The 
insurance companies 
said that civil suit judgments 
were getting so high it was a 
losing proposition to carry 
malpractice insurance 
Dr Wall’s plan would work 
like this: 
Each doctor would place 
$30,000 in the trust fund for a 
total of some $1 05 billion This 
would be invested so that it 
could draw interest The fund 
would be administered by a 
board of directors — made up of 
doctors, lawyers and laymen 
A patient, feeling that he was 
the victim of malpractice, 
would then file a complaint 
with the board which would 
then decide the case and, if 
necessary, make the cash 
award 
If the patient felt he was 
treated unfairly by the board, 
he could go into court with a 
lawyer. However, if the courts 
found the complaint groundless, 
the patient could be sued for 
libel and his attorney for 
malpractice for pursuing an un­ 
warranted appeal by giving 
poor advice to his client 
Dr Wall said the money in 
the fund would be invested to 
gain interest so that doctors 
would not have to continue in­ 
vesting large amounts of money 
and

would 
be 
self- 
perpetuating 
“ The initial reaction from 
doctors to my plan is that it is 
almost too simple " the 44- 
vear-old general practitioner 
said in an interview 
Dr Wall, with three brothers 
doctors and himself the father 
of seven children, said all 
California's physicians would 
have to cooperate to make his 
plan effective

Tax reform battle 
maneuvering begins 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
1976 battle over tax reform is 
about to begin. 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee has scheduled a hearing to­ 
day on the tax question, 
although the real tax reform 
battle is expected to come on 
the Senate floor after the com­ 
mittee completes five weeks of 
drafting sessions 


Liberals, who have little 
sway in the committee, are 
prepared to carry their plans to 
the full Senate 


Also hanging in the balance 
are income tax cuts for all tax­ 
payers. which expire on July I 
While liberals may use this 
deadline as a lever to push their 
reform ideas, it is considered 
unlikely that Congress would 
allow withholding tax rates to 
rise in an election year 
The committee, headed by 
Sen Russell Long, D-La., is ex­ 
pected largely to ignore a tax 
revision tax “ reform” bill 
which passed the House late 
last year. Many committee 
members 
expressed 
dissatisfaction with many of its 


provisions during several 
weeks of hearings 
Issues with which the com­ 
mittee will deal first probably 
will be among the most most 
controversial — the minimum 
tax and curbs on tax shelters 
The committee is expected to 
weaken the curbs on tax 
shelters in the House bill A 
major battle is expected on the 
Senate floor over a minimum 
tax on the wealthy. 
Liberals, led by Sen Edward 
M 
Kennedy, D-Mass , have 
said they would demand a much 
stronger minimum tax, but the 
committee is not expected to go 
beyond the minimum tax provi­ 
sion in the House bill and pos­ 
sibly may change or weaken it 
Once the bill clears the com­ 
mittee and goes through the ex­ 
pected Senate floor fight, it still 
faces a conference with the 
House to iron out differences 
between the two measures 
Those differences are expected 
to be major 
This makes it unlikely that 
any bill could clear Congress 
before July I, meaning that a 
separate tax cut bill is likely 


Two top contenders 
vie for Grechko post 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A new 
generation Red Army techno­ 
crat and a member of the 
military old guard are top con­ 
tenders to succeed Marshal 
Andrei Grechko as Soviet 
defense minister, western ana­ 
lysts said today. 
They said an outside chance 
existed that for the first time in 
more than 50 years a civilian — 
Politburo member Dmitri Us­ 
tinov - 
could bi' chosen to 
direct Soviet military might 
Grechko, 72, a soldier for 56 
years, died Monday from what 
Moscow television described as 
“ an acute coronary circulatory 
disorder” resulting from a 
longtime heart condition 
He was to lie in state Wednes­ 
day and be buried at the 
Kremlin Wall on Red Square, 
the grave site reserved for the 
most honored of Soviet heroes 
Analysts cited two men as 


possible successors to Grechko, 
who had served as defense 
minister since April, 1967, and 
been a member of the ruling 
Politburo for the past three 
years. 
They were: 
— Gen Viktor Kulikov. 54, 
first deputy defense minister 
and chief of the general staff of 
the Soviet armed forces since 
1972 Brought in at 50 to one of 
the most senior military posts, 
he fired numerous World War II 
veterans and introduced 
younger, more technically 
minded officers like himself to 
replace them 
Marshal Ivan Yakubovsky, 
64, also a first deputy defense 
minister and commander-in- 
chief of the Warsaw Pact, the 
military alliance led by Mos 
cow A veteran tank comman­ 
der, he is more closely as­ 
sociated with the older group

The $240 million salary and 
fringe benefit package, which 
amounts to nearly an eight per 
cent overall raise, was ap­ 
proved Monday on a 4-0 vote of 
the Senate Public Employes 
Committee It was sent to the 
Finance Committee, which last 
year killed a similar across-the- 
board salary proposal by 
Brown 
Brown has said the flat $70-a- 
month raise for most everyone, 
rather than the traditional 
percentage raise based on a 
worker s salary, is needed to of­ 
fset the effects of inflation on 
lower paid workers “ Groceries 
are purchased in dollars not 
percentages," he said 
At the committee hearing, 
President Robert J. Spiegel of 
the 115, OOO- mem ber state Em­ 
ployes Association announced 
his support of the governor s 
pay package and disclosed that 
recent balloting by organization 
officials showed a narrow 
majority in favor of the 
proposal 
Spiegel said the results of the 
straw balloting by 800 general 
council delegates was 60 per

This 
is designed with the local merchant in mind; so that he will 
easily recognize it as a good "advertising buy, and so he 
can readily be pushed into spending some money to have 
his worthy advertising within its pages. 


Advertising give aways come in many forms, cook 
books, road maps, entertainment guides, budget books, 
sports score pads and booklets, signs at the ballpark, seat 
cushions to use at the ballpark, and group edited and 
produced newspapers and magazines, to name just a few of 
what must number in the thousands. You are, as a business 
owner, usually approached by a very unprofessional sales 
person, who may or may not be a member of the group 
sponsoring the program, but he ll have you believe that he 
is if at all possible. lie’ll explain why the group needs your 
support and hacking, what they hope to accomplish with 
the funds, and generally put you into a gracious giving 
mood. "What the heck, Mr. Jones, you can charge it off to 
advertising,” is the favorite dosing on this kind of a sale. 


Surely everyone realizes that small local groups, and 
perhaps even some of the larger ones, have no other way to 
raise the necessary funds to carry on their planned do good 
campaigns. And most people do not mind giving under 
these circumstances, even though their intelligence may be 
more than slightly insulted when the whole thing is clothed 
in the guise of advertising. The trouble I find with these 
"advertising mediums” is that some business owners 
actually will tell you that, "I advertise in everything 
around town .. . I’m in all the local booklets, special little 
papers . . . all of that stuff, so I feel I'm doing all of the 
advertising that I really need. And, not only will they tell 
you this, but they’ll say it as though they really believe 
that this is true advertising. This one factor alone is the 
only reason I am taking the space to discuss the matter as 
otherwise the subject of such advertising expenditures 
would have no place in a serious advertising discussion. 


The fact that your business name and address may 
appear on the back of a local program poster, Little League 
Shirt, or as a sponsor of any kiddie or adult event, 
certainly might have some benefit from the standpoint of 
community relations, but, as advertising — NO WAY! 
Such participation on the part of local business people is 
admirable and shows the true community involvement 
spirit, but no matter how many people see your so called 
advertisement of this type, when it comes time to buy the 
kind of product or service that you sell, the buying 
decisions are still going to be based on quality, price, 
service and the other usual determining factors, and your 
competitors are going to be just as much in the running for 
the buyer's dollar as you! 
Another thing, worthy as the advertising give away 
program may sound, if you really want to be of assistance 
to the group sponsoring the program, find out if they are 
handling the program themselves or if an outside promo 
tional team is doing it for them. Frequently the 
outsider operated efforts will take the lion s share of the 
profit and leave the local sponsoring group with only a 
small percentage of the “take. So, to be of real help to 
your local groups sometimes it is better to simply donate to 
them when they don't have outside help in their fund­ 
raising efforts, 


Whatever you deem necessary to do in the way of give 
away advertising participation, never fool yourself into 
thinking this should replace your true advertising efforts. 
To do so could do your real advertising program damage 
that might take months or longer to repair! 


Any way you slice it, newspaper advertising is your best 
advertising buy — and it's KEAL advertising!

League from expanding to Toronto, 
National League President ( ’hub Feeney 
said 
Our vote closes the subject of expan- 
'ion in 1977 as far as the National League 
is concerned 
The National League met to conform 
to a request from Kuhn that they 
implement 
an expansion plan before 
next week or leave the way open for the 
American League to take rn Toronto. 
Kuhn s interest in the National League 
expansion was the hope that it would add 
Washington as the 14th team in the NL to 
make good on what the commissioner 
called 
a long standing promise ’ to re­ 
turn baM*halI to the national capital 
The National League had asked the 
commissioner to intervene after a 
previous vote to expand to Toronto and 
Washington failed to carry, although IO 
of the 12 owners approved 
National 
League rules require a unanimous vote 
for expansion 
Feeney said he could not explain why 
univ seven owners favored expansion 
Monday except that ' people thought it 
over and decided in the best interest of 
the league to remain the way we were ’* 
Philadelphia and Cincinnati were the 
two teams that objected previously to 
the proposal to expand to Toronto and 
Washington and it was believed that St, 
Louis San Francisco and Atlanta joined 
them Monday to account for the 7-5 vote. 
It was a peace making dec ision by the 
National League since the American 
League earlier had said it would defy 
Kuhn and continue its plans to add 
Toronto in 1977 regardless of any 
National League action or action by 
Kuhn 
" It certainly was not a vote of no con­ 
fidence in the commissioner,” Feeney 
said 
Feeney said he hoped that the 
American League would reconsider a 
plan to play a number of games in 
Washington, but added, "that s up to

The Lompoc City Council 
last week agreed to raise the 
city's transient occupancy tax 
(bed tax) from six to seven per 
cent on a unanimous vote. 


The County board of super­ 
visors did likewise the same 
week on a 3-2 vote. 


The transient occupancy tax 
is a tax placed on patrons of 
motels. It was originally 
designed with the objective of 
using the funds to encourage 
and promote tourism. For 
some time after it was 
originally authorized, the City 
Council kept the funds

separate and did specifically 
designate monies for the 
tourism objective. Today the 
funds go into the general fund 
of the city although the city 
does subsidize the Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lompoc Economic 
Development Association to a 
certain extent, ostensibly 
from bed tax funds mingled 
with the general fund. 
We are not greatly con­ 
cerned over the one per cent 
increase in the tax but we are 
concerned over why. The only 
reason for increasing this tax 
expressed at the recent City 


Council meeting was simply 
because everybody else was 
doing it. 


R a i s i n g taxes on the 
philosophy that everybody else 
is doing it is wrong, in our opi­ 
nion. Taxes should be in­ 
stigated for a dire reason, a 
specific reason. 


^ We would hope that the 
Council can properly be more 
specific concerning the use of 
the increased revenues and not 
just explain it off by saying it 
must be done because 
everybody else is doing it or 
blame it on “ cost-of-living.M

Copping out on antitrust bill 


WASHINGTON - President Ford 
dropped his support of legislation to curb 
corporate mergers after his most promi­ 
nent campaign fundraiser complained 
about the bill to top White House and 
Treasury officials 
The decision to scuttle the consumer 
measure was reached at a secret White 
House meeting after 
fundraiser Bernard 
Lasker 
intervened. 
Lasker, an investment 
banker and former 
head of the New York 
Stock Exchange, has 
been a key member of 
Ford’s executive cam­ 
paign finance commit­ 
tee since November 
The amendment 
which so infuriated 
Lasker would have 
given the government 
a better chance to block major corporate 
mergers which often strangle competi­ 
tion and run up consumer prices 
But the legislation could also cost the 
client’s of Laker's internationally known 
investment firm hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 
So. a few weeks ago Lasker began call­ 
ing his friends in Washington to object to 
the antitrust bill as **inflexible ” He 
spoke with Treasury and White House of­ 
ficials, including the President's top 
economic aide, William Seidman. 
Almost immediately, the matter was 
brought up at a closed meeting of the 
White House’s powerful economic board 
There, the Treasury officials whittled 
away at the arguments of the Justice 
Department s antitrust chief Thomas 
Kauper. Finally, the Lasker view 
prevailed. 
To avoid making Kauper publicly back 
down, the White House had his boss. 
Deputy Attorney General Harold Tyler, 
convey the bad news to Senate Anti- 
Trust Chairman Philip Hart. D-Mich 
‘ The Administration," wrote Tyler, 
‘‘does not support enactment of the pre- 
merger stay provision” The letter all 
but sounded the death knell for the bill 
because of the implicit threat of veto, 
Seidman. who acted as a fair-minded 
mediator in the matter, confirmed he 
had spoken to the powerful fundraiser 
about the provision Treasury officials 
also conceded they spoke with Lasker 
Lasker did not return our call 
Footnote 
President Ford also flip- 
flopped on a previous antitrust measure 
After pressure from business groups. 
Ford reversed himself on a bill to allow 
states to file antitrust suits on behalf of 
their consumers 
BOOZE AND BOMBS 
High-ranking 
officers of the Navy’s Flagship carrier 
Saratoga on at least one occasion, used 
the ships nuclear spaces to smuggle 
whisky and furniture past ti S customs 
The gold-braid smugglers correctly 
guessed that the customs inspectors, 
lacking nuclear clearance wouidn t try 
to check the nuclear areas for contra­ 
band 
For more tharvtwo years, the Saratoga 
crew, disciplined to protect nuclear 
secrets, has been even more tight-lipped 
about the booze that was stashed in the 
bomb spaces The secret might never 
have leaked out if the top brass hadn t 
revoked the liberty privileges of scores 
of enlisted men for drunkenness 
The indignant sailors got in touch with 
us to complain that their alcoholic 
trespasses were trivial compared to the 
escapades of certain top officers, in­ 
cluding an admiral who turned out to be 
the secret owner of some confiscated 
spirits 
We have carefully verified the com­ 
plaints from eyewitnesses and Navy 
files Here are the fascinating facts 
Just before the Saratoga pulled out of 
the Tonkin Gulf in winter 1973, some 
Navy bigwigs loaded crates at whisky 
into a nuclear storage room on the third 
deck below the hangar bay Some rattan 
furniture from the Philippines was also 
hidden in the secret nuclear area ac­ 
cording to our sources The con lr a bd od, 
safe in its nuclear hiding place, was 
sneaked into the United States duty 
free The commanding officer of the 
Saratoga at that time was Capt James 


R Sanderson 
Last year, some Filipino stewards 
were also caught smuggling a load of 
booze aboard the Saratoga off the shores 
of Rota. Spain 
An alert Master at Arms spotted the 
stewards in the act of lugging the heavy 
crates and confiscated the bootleg 
liquor He described the incident, in ac­ 
cordance with Navy regulations, in an in­ 
vestigative report 
But the report was quietly discarded 
after Rear Adm Forrest Petersen angri­ 
ly told Saratoga officers the booze 
belonged to him In fact, he ordered the 
Saratoga's executive officer to personal­ 
ly return the liquor to the admiral’s 
spacious cabin 
Petersen, incidentally, likes sports

almost as much as booze For when the 
Saratoga anchored just off Casablanca 
during that same tour, he loaded his golf 
clubs into one of the carrier’s helicopters 
for a game with the Pasha of Moham- 
medea Naturally, this didn t go over 
very well with the enlisted men, who 
were left behind to swab the decks 
Footnote 
Sanderson denied any 
knowledge of efforts to avoid the pay­ 
ment of legitimate import duties on furn­ 
iture or liquor He says he declared 
about $2,800 worth of goods to customs 
inspectors Petersen said the stewards 
were bringing him only "two or three 
bottles of cooking sherry” He added 
that his helicopter trip to the golf course 
in Casablanca was for an official func­ 
tion

Understandable youth apathy 


McVicar. show chairperson, nervously 
watching the blooms in her garden and 
trying to image what would still be in 
bloom on May 8 when the show opens in 
the library Picking a date for the show 
far in advance is tricky. Fellow 
irisarians in Riverside, were talking 
about going north in a few days to take in 
the spring trek of Region 14, and some 
hardy individuals were talking about the 
national AIS convention that is scheduled 
for Lansing. Mich., early in June Again 
the weather and its impact on iris bloom 
was the prime topic of conversation

But it 
was nothing like the 
giddy days of 1968 
when McCarthy was a 
pied piper leading a 
kind of children's 
crusade 
in 
New 
Hampshire with such success in the 
Democratic primary that he persuaded 
Lyndon Johnson that the better part of 
valor was to retire from the field and not 
seek a second full term 
The fact of the matter is that the young 
are not concerned with this presidential 
campaign, insofar as I have been able to 
discover Although they may have their 
favorites, they are not prepared to put 
much hope or very much effort in the 
candidacy of any of those now contesting 
for the Democratic nomination 
The result of an informal poll of a 
group of graduate students to whom I 
have been lecturing was hardly decisive 
Three were for Fred Harris, who was 
even then about to pull out of the race 
His student backers believed that he was 
at least talking about what changes were 
necessary to make the system more 
equitable, even though he didn t have a 
chance. 
Two were for Mo Udall even though 
they said he didn t have a chance The 
squeak by which Udall lost to Jimmy 
('arter in Wisconsin might have been 
reversed if student door bell ringers had 
been impelled, as they were in New 
Hampshire by McCarthy, to comb the 
state for the only true liberal, in the stu­ 
dent definition, in the race 
As for Carter, nothing The students 
felt he was simply a creation of televi­ 
sion and the tooth paste ads Sen Hubert 
Humphrey enlisted little or no 
enthusiasm He had been around too long 
and they could not believe in his 
resurrection 
This was. to be sure, an absurdly small 
sample Members of the faculty con 
cerned with the mysteries of polling are 
convinced that the young are concerned 
and also deeply interested in the issues 
of an issue-oriented campaign This may 
be demonstrated in polling terms hut in 
my opinion it is likely to make little dif­ 
ference in the outcome of the election 
The age group under 25 has always 
shown the lowest proportion of voters 
and lowering the constitutional age
